FIGHTING IN BURMAII. 

Slohaniracdans and Troop.s Come in Collision 
Over 'a I'roblhltod Festival. 

Ka.scoon, Burmah, June 27. — For several 
days the Moalems were preparing to cele- 
brate a religious festival oh Sunday. They 

were forbidden by Mr, Fleming, tho British 
magistrate, to sacrifice a cow near tho Hin- 
doo temple. When the police appeared 
near tho temple with .the announcement the 
Mohammedans began stoning them. The 
police charged without firing, hut tho Mo- 
hammedans held their ground stubbornly 
and fought back with sticks and stones. 
Fleming and several poHcemon were 
wounded. The police charged again with- 
out efieot. Fleming then ordered them 
to fire. A volley was deliv- 
ered at olose quarters. Twenty 
M.ohammodans fell and many more were 
wounded severely. The Mohnmtnedans 
still refused to disperse, and the military 
was called out. Four companies charged 
on tho double tjuick with fl.\ed bayonets. 
The Mohammedans dispersed slowly, and 
still fighting, although many were wounded 
in the charge of the troops. Tluy liad 
hardly been diapei-sed before tlu-y n 
aemliled in another street. A desultory 
light between lluni and the troops then en 
sued. Many .Moharnniedana and Hindoos 
were killed aud scores wounded. The regu 
lars being regarded as unequal to subduing 
them, voluiiteera were called upon to do 
duty iu the streets.

Saobasiento, Cal., Juno 27.— There was 
a wild break for liberty this afternoon at 
Folsom prison. George Sontag led a crowd 
of eleven prisoners. They had in some way 
procured two Winchesters and throe pistols, 
and at an opportune moment, when all the 
conspirators were gathered in a quarry near 
tho power bouse, thoy seized Lieutenant of 
tho Guard liiair and started to drag him 
with them. They had not progressed far 
when fire was opened upon them from vari- 
ous guards. The convicts had procured 
jilenty of ammunition, and hiding behind 
the rocks returned tlie lire, but they were 
not expert allots and none of tho bullets 
atrujk the guanls, although the leaden 
missiles hummed about the guard-housea in 
perilous proximity. Sontag, who held a 
rifle in his hands, was blazing away 
when a bullet from -one of the guard- 
houses struck hini near the heart. 
He fell at once and is believed 
to be mortally wounded. The battle raged 
furiously and the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed. Three men were killed, and Wes- 
land and Williams, who are life termers, 
were the next to fall. Both died instantly. 
Dalton, another convict, dropped a second 
later. Three others of the desperate prison- 
era were shot, all probably fatally, the 
wounds being near vital parts. Tho con- 
victs who escaped the bulleta of the guards 
lost he!irt- at the sight of the carnage all 
around them and the firing aoon ceased A 
dutaclitnent of guarda with rifles repaired to 
the fastneaaes among the loose hills of 
granite and captured the survivors, who, to- 
gether with the wouuded, were brought 
into the prison, none of them eao;>ping. 
" VVe are ready to tight the earth," ex- 
claimed W'arden Ault, as he related the 
thrilling story of the battle, " and if any 
more of the prisonera think they can escape 
let them come on I " That none of the 
guarda were killed seems almost miraou- 
loua. How the prisoners managed to smug- 
gle in the anna ia a mystery upon which 
Warden Ault is working. Coroner Clarke 
will go to Folsom in the morning to hold an 
ici|Uest on the three dead convicts. 



THE SILVER QUESTION. 



Ell'eets ol the Action of tlio Indian 
CTOveriiiiieiit— What Secretary 
Carlisle Says. 

Lord Lausdowue's Statement— Cinciu- 
uatti Bankers Meet— Questions 
in the House of Commons. 



CiNci.^NATi, June 27, — At a conference of 
bankers at tho Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation last evening on the silver ques- 

tiun, resolutions were adopted favoring an 
curlv Beaaion of CoDgreaa, the in.niediata 
repeal of the Sherman liill and tho putting 
in of one hundred cents of silver in a silver 
dollar. A majority of the leading bankers 
of the city were present. A " go-slow- 
with-reform " sentiment was expressed out- 
side of the resolution. 

W.^siiiNUTON, Juno 27. — Ono etfect of the 
action of tho Government of ludia baa been 
to renew the demand for an early eeasion of 
Congress, and this view of the situa- 
tion waa presented to Secretary Carlisle this 
mornina.by many of his congressional callers 
and by numerous telegrams from all sections 
of the country. Before going to the cabinet 
Secretary Carlisle received a telegram from 
London announcing a further decline in the 
price of silver to 35 pence. At this price a 
silver dollar is worth 38J cents. Senator 
Dolph, of Oregon, who is the only Pacific 
senator in the city, said this morning : "I 
am opposed to my colleagues, as you know, 
on this subject of free coinage, and am 
in favor of maintaining all the currency on 
a par with gold, but it seems to me this 
action of the Indian Government will dimin- 
ish instead of increase the prospects of pass- 
ing a repeal of the Sherman bill by the Sen- 
ate. I think the elTect v/ill be to make 
thoughtful members of Congre-js lieaitate 
before they further depreciate tho value of 
silver by suddenly tlirowing upon the mar- 
ketaoi tho world. I , l.'iO.OUO ounces of silver, 
c<iuivalent to nearly the whole American 
product, now purchased and stored by the 
Government. I do not know that anything 
better than tho repeall of the Sherman act 
can be done to relieve tho situation, but 1 
am fearful that the repeal of that act would 
be (li.saslroiia to the finance of the Govern- 
ment and to silver." 

SniLA, June 27. — In explainiiig to tho 
Indian council the bill providing for the 
stqppage of the free coinage of silver and 
other monetary measures, the adoption of 
which was announced yesterday, tho Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne, viceroy of India, said 
he hoped tho Government will not bo 
criticized for disposing of the important 
question at a single sitting ; the keynote of 
the scheme was rather to prevent a furtlier 
fall in exchange rather than a rise in the 
value of the rupee. He hope, 1 tlie action of 
be Government would be fruitful in good 
results, and that a sufiicieiil reserve of gold 
would bo accumulated to make an eHuclive 
gold standard posaible. 

London, Juno 27. — In tho House of Com- 
mons to-day. Mr. Robert Leake asked the 
Government whether, now the value of the 
rupee having been artificially raised by tho 
closing of the Indian mints to tho free coin- 
ago of silver, compensation would bo given 
to those persons in India who had entered 
into contracts to pay rupees without know- 
ing that free coinage would be stopped and 
the value of the rupee raised. Were the 
people of India, he further asked, oonanlted 
in the matter ? 

Mr. Gladstone replied that all measures 
modifying a state aurrenoy may aOeot 
pecuniary values and influence current 
transactions, but he was not aware that It 
had ever been tho usagn to make altorationa 
subject to compensation, ond bo did not see 
how such a usage could be beneficially 



established. Continuing, Mr. Gladstone 
said be waa confident that the Government 
was using all the .ineana in its power to 
ascertain the public sentimeat. 

Right. Hon. G. J. Gosohen, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer in Lord Salisbury's late 
cabinet, asked if the Government of India 
had the power to coin rupees aa the need 
arose. 

Mr, Gladstone replied that if the Govern- 
ment's published reports were not clear on 
the subject he would aak the Indian Gov- 
ernmenc concerning it. Ho had little doubt 
what the anawer would be. 



THE CARAVELS. 

Arrival of the Colunibiau .Squadron atTorou- 
to— The Ottteers Eptertalned By 
the City. 

Toronto, June 27. - (Special)— The Span- 
ish caravels, Santa Maria, Pinta and Nina, 
arrived hero at 8 o'clock this morning. 
They were towed to an anchorage olf Centre 
Island park. Tho Spanish vice-consul 
boarded the Santa Maria and paid his re- 
spects to Capt. Conegars, after which they 
both went ashore and waited on Lieutenant-

went aboard and were shown over the ves- 
sel. The olIicerB of tho caravels were then 
taken on a trip about the city.

Pabis, June 27 —Hon. E. J. Phelps re- 
sumed to-day his closing argument; before 

the Behring Sea tribunal of arbitration. Ho 
examined the aaaertions made by liritiah 
counsel that the seals from tho PribylolT Is- 
lands intermingled with those from the 
Commander Islands. He traced upon the 
map and commented on the respective mi- 
gratory routes as printed in the United 
States argument. Mr. Phelps contended 
that the leatimony of tho British Commis- 
sioners, sealers and furriers waa far from 
proving that intermingling of the herda oc- 
curs, on the contrary he held the evidence 
was conclusive that the herds did not mix 
with each other. Lord Hannen, one of the 
British arbitrators, and Sir Charles Russell, 
frKjuently interrupted Mr. Phelps during 
the course of his addre^a. 

Mr. Phelps contended that the British 
claim that the PribylofT Island seals win- 
tered on the British Columbian coast was 
not supported by the evidence, and the 
claim was directly opposed to the migratory 
habits of the seals. The evidence submitted 
by Great Britain that some aeala were im- 
pregnated while at sea, was also completely 
disproved. All trustworthy evidenee sup- 
ported the American claim that the seals 
were begotten, born and reared on tho 
islands, remaining there seven months in 
the year and returning there with unfailing 
regularity. These facta, coupled with the 
protecliou of the husbandry of seals, gave 
the Uuited States such property in tho 
herda as entitled the Government to protect 
the speces against extermination. 

ENGLISH NOTES. 

Kdward Hlako Says He ii.as No Thought of" 
IteslgnhiK ilia Sent— Canadian Cattle- 

London, June 27.— The statement pub- 
lished by the Scotsman that Hon. ICdward 
Blake feels the strongest dissatisfaction- 
with the state of affairs in the Irish Parlia- 
ment; that be finds that his advice counts- 
for nothing owing to personal jealousy; that 
no useful purpose is served by hia preaence 
at Weatminster, and therefore ho ia anxious 
to resign bia seat, should bo regarded aa u 
apecinien fiction of the Uniomat preaa. 
Mr. Blako aaya he has no thought of resign- 
ing. 

The City of Quebec issued £313,000 four 
per cent, debentures at 97. 

Canadian cattle in the Scotch market met 
a slightly better demand for best quality, 
but elcaranco waa not made last week.

CHOLERA PROSPECTS. 

Deaths In Mceca Incronslup — Amorlcan 
Chances of Kscaplng a Visitation, 

London, June 27.— Cholera advicea from 
Mecca show that there were 99 deaths from 
the disease in that city yesterday. This is 

the largest number yet reported during the 
present epidemic. 

Wasiiincton City, June 27 Surgeon- 
General Wyman, of the Marine hospital ser- 
vice, referring to the outlook for cholera in 
tho United States during the present sum- 
mer, said, "We have an even chance nf ca- 
caping the cholera allugetber this year. 
Should It arrive it will certainly not become 
epidemic. Its non-appearance thus far 
proves that no germs have lived over the 
winter in this country, as it waa feared 
might happen. The prospect now ia much 
better than I expected it would bo at this 
time, however, it should not bo forgotten 
that the disease did not reach the United 
States last yeor until August. There is. 
plenty of timo for it yet." 

To be I»cporlcd Froiu Plilladelpbla. 
PiULADBLPHu, June 27.— U.S. Commis- 
Bioner Edmunds, this afternoon, decided 
that Leo Kce, a Chinese laborer, " is un- 
lawfully within tho United States, and 
directed that he be removed to China at the 
cost of this government. " A half dozen 
Mongoliana wore recently arrested for vio- 
lating the restriction law and LcoKpo'b case 
was selected as a test. Of the 1,500 Cliina- 
men in Philadelphia, nine liundred have 
registered.

Ni:w Voitic, Juno 27. — The stock market 
opened feverish and unsettled, but outside 
of general electric, which declined 2.( toOO.f, 
the losses woro confined within a range of j 
to 1 percent. The fact that the banks did 
not think it necessary to take out additional 
Clearing House loan certificates, and the 
knowledge that currency Qhipments to tho 
West had practically ceased, encouraged tho 
bulla to aaaumo more aggressive tactics. 
'1 bo shorts were considerably alarmed, and 
their purchaaes accelerated the upward 
movement. Later in the afternoon there 
was a re Id ion of ] to 1 j per cent., but the 
decline brought iu a freah batch of buying 
orilera ami a partial recovery eiiaueil. The 
aalea reached ■J7!),.")l!) aharca. Tlio market 
cloaed til ni in tone. Closing bids : .•\tcbi8on,

In hia Wall Street circular, dated Noiv 
^|ll■k, ,|inu! 17, Henry Clews says: " Af- 
laira ill W ull street are in an oscillating 
condition. .-Vlt bough the improvement in 
tone ami confidence that set in last week ia 
still mainlainetl, yet a aeriea of small dis- 
tiubancea ha\ c out; alter another come to 
the aiuface, wlii^h have previ^uted the 
reali,;.ition of any li.xed and important ad- 
vance in tho value of securities. Kven the 
moat favorable events seem to have u dark 
side, which counteracts their influence. 
The active forwarding of Western produce 
for export, whilst it has stopped the export 
of gold, has also had the enect of drawing 
very large amounts of currency to the in- 
terior, and ll;e local money market 
has cona quently become unsettled, 
This demand for currency, however, 
seems to have passed its clima.x, 
The flurry in tho money market is likely to 
soon abate, and may possibly be followed by 
aome months of comparative ease. Even 
should it turn out that the West wants still 
farther amounts of cash from this centre, 
the inference should bo anything but dis- 
couraging. F'or such withdrawals mean the 
marketing of a vast sum of products, which 
will ease the loan markets, diminish the 
tension iu credits, quicken the movements 
of trade, and relieve tho foreign exchanges 
by the transfer of said products to foreign 
countries- 

"The chief trouble in the situation is the 
continued extreme stringency in commercial 
discounts. This trouble has become very 
seriously urgent, and the natural tendency 
of the deraugement is towards its own ag- 
gravation. F.ach denial of a discount 
creates an application for a discount else- 
where; lack of discoauta in one section ag- 
gravates the necessity for accommodation in 
other sections; aud thus the diaease spreads 
with fatal rapidity throughout tho whole 
country. Such a state of tilings cannot be 
allowed to run long without inviting wide- 
spread disaster. Most fortunate therefore is 
it that the Clearing House haa decided to 
attack tbia inali>'';' at ila ohiif centre. In 
authoriy.iin.' the iasue of Clearing House cer- 
tilicateSgthe banks have not aimed so much at 
protecting their own interests or reserves — 
except so far as those might be threatened 
through tho suffering of others — as at mak- 
ing con.mon cause for the purpose of ex- 
tending accommodation to ttie uommorotal 
interests. The trade discounting banks are 
but a portion of the whole, ana yet tbey 
are called upon to bear nearly the whole 
pressure of this urgent demand for conimer- 
oial accommodation. In a aimilar way, the 
banks acting largely aa correspoudenta for 
interior banks are subject to an extraordin- 
ary demand tor redi.'-r.iunts and for currency 
from their country customers, which greatly 
intenailiea the derangemcut of credit in all 
aeotiona. The issue of certilicatea inalcea all 
classes of banks mutual supporters of each 
other, aud brings in the help of the power- 
ful claaa whoae accounta are with the large 
financial inalitutiona, and with the private 
bankers and the Stock F.xchange houses, 
The action of the Clearing House thus 
places the disordered credit situation under 
immediate control. 

" It ia the doubt as to the quality of our 
future money that baa had an important in- 
lluence in cauaing the return of our securi- 
ties from abroad during the past year, 
thereby deranging the course of tho foreign 
exchanges and producing the large loss of 
gold that has depleted the reserves of both 
tho Treasury and the banks. This doubt 
being removed, there would be nothing to 
prevent i general recovery of conlidei.oo in 
our securities in Europe, with the probable 
coiiacquenoe of a return of much of the gold 
w e have lost, and a resulting restoration of 
th(! iiionetary strength of tho banks and a 
gi-iieral ease in credits. In view of these 
facia, w(! anticipate, from this time forward, 
a aleady recovi^iy of confidence, which will 
L'aiii iu strength with the course of events 
and I be nearer approach of tho assembling 
of ( 'ongrcsa. This proapect may not pro- 
duce any immediate extravagant recovery 
ill prices of aecuritiea, but it will very 
hgiiimately atrengthen tho feeling of 
holdera and should hold the pessimist oper- 
ators in check."

Shortly after 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing the business of the Court of Revision 
Wiia begun, tlio Muyor presiding. The 
other monibora of the court present were 
Aid. Baker, Belyea and Styloa. There wua 
a large attendance of appellants and the 
general public, but the numbers dwimllcd 
down as the day advanced. The list is u 
long one, and will take some days to clear 
off. While all the appellants sought tu 
hare their asBesBmeuts reduced, Hon. Amoi- 
De Cosmos alone applied to have liia in- 
creased. 

Louia Vigeliua appealed againat the as- 
seaBinonl on Uireo lota on Spring Ridt;o, cof- 
ncr L'utnain and (/lianibera Bti-eeth. Tliey 
were asacBacd at jLi.O.lO, and appellant de- 
clared that ho would be (juito willing to ac- 
cept B much lower linuro lor the property. 
It had been on the market for a considerable 
time, and .ill lie had been offered was SI,. 'iriO. 
Ho also oljjeoted to the uaaeasment of two 
lota on Fcruwood road, held by his wife. 
The Assessor putthem down at $450 and !? 101) 
l-cspeolivily, which was much in excess of 
the real value, 

Aaaessnr A'orthcott explained that other 
property in the district was assessed on the 
same basis : corner lots were put down at. 
$700. and inside lots $650. 

The assessment was reduced to SGOO each 
for the two corner lots, and $500 for that 
inside. 

With reference to the lots on Stanley 
ivenue and Fernwood road, Mr. Vigeliua 
swore that tliey were not wortii more llian 
$600 in all, lie hud paid for the 

property wlien " times were good," and it 
WU3 not now worth 550 more. 

Reduced to $7-'iO. 

■Mrs. Leiyh ujipoaled aguinst the aaacas- 
ment on eleven separate portions of property 
held by her in the Fowl H.iy di-striet. rihe 
said that the property was very rmicli over 
asaeeaed, ua it was ainiply fiinniug land 
brought within the city limits and asaeased 
as city lota. .She said ahe noticed that her 
ueifjhbora only pai.i S.'ioO per acre, while ahe 
had to pay on a valuation of J 1 ,0(11) or SI ,-OU. 

The entriea were taken up as made, and 
Mrs. Leigh consented to forego lier claim for 
reduction on certain lota valued at $',U)0, 
$'2W) and SliijO respectively. One live acre 
lot uaseased at $1,000 per acre woa reduced 
to S7oO, five acrea at SfOO per acre were cut 
down to S700, three acres at SI, 000 were 
brought down to SSOO, six acres from SI. -HO 
to $1,000, and seven acres from $1,U00 per 
acre to $900. 

Senator Maedonald appealed against the 
Biaeaament of his Douglas House property. 
It waa aet down by tfae Aasessor at S10,i39O, 
bat the Senator's estimate was $15,000. 
Xhe lots were considered in detail and a 
total reduction made, which brought the 
total to $17,000. The Bdckley farm pro- 
perty, assesseil at Sli.ijOO per acre, was re- 
duced to s;{,t>uO. 

Mr. B vV. I'earso complained that he waa 
assessed SS,7'2u more ihia year than laat for 
his property on the L^ernwood estate. Liat 
year'd auieaainent waa .■>_'1,0')0 and so f ir 
from increaaing in value he believed the 
property wouhl not fetch the assessed value 
of twelve moritha ago. 

The asseaaor explained that last year the 
property waa asaeaaed by the acre, but this 
year it m aa split up into lota. 

It was decided to reduce the assesanicnt 
in per ceni., which would bring it down to 
last year'a tigures. 

lOlizi Miller up[)eiiled iiguinst the asHcsa- 
ment of her propi-rty on .hiljileu avenue, 
Fernwood road. Three corner lota won^ aet 
down at StiiOO Ccich , and an inside lot at S.')riO. 

Assessor Northcolt said that all the prop- 
erty in the district waa e(iually aasessed. 

Aid. Baker and Stylos tuvored a reduc- 
tion 1 1 SoOO for corner lots and S450 for in- 
side property. 

The Mayor and .\U1. J'elyea favored the 
assesBors ligurea, and then arose tlie tjuca- 
tion as to how the case was to be settled, 
the board begin equally divided on the 
point. It was ultimately decided to allow 
the asiessmeut to stand. 

Mr. John Wciler objected to the asaeaa- 
ment put upon his property situate oppoaite 
the transfer stables, corner Broughton and 
Broad streets. Asseaeor Nortbcott valued 
the property at $20,200, while Mr. Weiler 
did not think it was worth half the money. 

The assessment was the same as tliat of 
last year, and the court decided to allow it 
to staad. 

Christopher Farrington appealed against 
the aaaesBment of his property on .Sydenham 
street and Lantdownu Koad. He is as 
sealed at §1,800 per acre, and swore that he 
conaidereil it,, at present, not worth more 
t.)i.\n StiOO per acre. The court, however, 
accepted the aBsessor's valuation and the 
tigurcH remained uncbangKl. 

Ah Wing appealed againat I he a.saoBamont 
of hia hohUng at ('orrnoriiiit street , but iie 
did not put in an ajjjjearance and the ai)[)ijal 
^vaH at ruek <tut. 

Mr. Jolin It ( iisi;ombe ol)j'-i:'ed to bSiuL' 
Qaseased il , 100 fur a lot a' 1 h- head (jf .lolin- 
Eon street. He lliouglii SSijo would be 
ample. 

'I'he assea.sment w.ia lisced at SI,O0ii. 

Mr. William Dilby obji cted lo the asuoss- 
nient on Ilia property, on the ground that 
a portion of it had been expropriated by the 
city last year. The property complained of 
is the ph)t of land expropriated for the ex- 
tecaion of Broad street. 

The assessor explained that he made the 
aaseBsment before the land was expropri- 
ated. 

The aaacBsmont was accordingly reduced 
in proportion to the amount of land taken 
by the city. 

Hon. Amor De Cosmos protested that hia 
property on Spring Ridge, through which 
two streets now run, is under- valued. The 
Assessor put them down al Jl. 

The Mayor— What is your valuation ' 

Mr. Da Coamos went into details. He ex- 
plained that the property waa worth S-t.l^OO 
per aore, or $7,242 in ail. He had spent 
|2,310 leas $70, which waa now nnder con- 
tract; the valuation of land and improve- 
ments ought to be set down at $9,551. Ue 
found that others bad been paid by the city 
at the rate of $8,000 per acre— Mr. Bud- 
land's quarter of an aore for instance. 

The Asaessor explained that Mr. Do 
Coainos brought the oaae to the Supreme 
court last year, and Mr. Justice Drake 
died the anseaament at §1. 

Aid. Biilyea moved that the asseasnient be

Aid. Siylea moved, fii oonded by Aid. 
Baker, that the Akscsboi h ligures remain— u 
motion which prevailed. 

Mr 1).! (Cosmos entered a vigorous protest, 
and said he would bu obliged to again 
ap|)eal to the Supremo court for justice. 

Tlio Mayor- — You have the right to 
appeal. 

Mr. Do Cosmos appealed against the 



assesanicnt of his property on Broad and 
Tandora streett A pidluted atreani ran 
tluo'.igh tho place, which ruined the pro- 
perly — one lot, upon which a bouse atood, 
being untenantahle in consei|uencn. Ifo 
asked that three lots be reduced from 

S;):!,noo i& f;!0,ooo. 

The .Mayor tried to get Mr. De Cosmos to 
go into detail as to tlio value of each lot 
aeparately, but he would not do so. 

After a good deal of discuasion it waa de- 
cided to allow tho assessor's figures to 
stand. 

Mr, Thomas Shotbolt objected to the 
assessment of his property near Ruaaell 
station, Victoria West. There were seven 
lots iu all, valued at §3,900, and two or 
three of tho lota were cut through by the 
Esquimalt railway. The joint assessment 
waa reduced to $3,000. 

Capt. CoUister asked for a reduction on 
the assessment of his property in Rook Bay 
and the Work Estate. 

Seven of these lots on Ellis street were, 
by tho court, reduced from $700 to 8500 
each, and a lot on the corner of the Gorge 
road from $1,200 to $1,000. • 

Mr. M. Bowman contended that ho is 
over asaeased for the wooden building on 
Fort aireot. between Quadra and Blanch ard 
streets, adjoining tho brewery.

James Dwyer asked to have tho aaacaa- 
mont reduced on hia Douglaa atreet prop- 
erty, corner Cormorant.

$1,100. Reduced to $1S,000. A lot on 
Pandora street, aaseaaed at $3,000, waa re- 
duced to $2,750 for Mr. Dwyer. 

Mra. Fasainario aaked to have the aasesB- 
mcnt on her property in Waddington alley 
reduced.

Capt. Jones obj-'cted to the aaaeasment of 
property on the Finlayaon estate — block a 1 
to ,5, extending from Bay street to Queen's 
avenue. In tho first lot tho estate was 
assessed at $-1,000 per acre, and C ipt. Jones 
valued it ut but S'i,.')OU per acre. .Section 2 
was assessed at S->,000 per acre, and valued 
by Capt;. Jones at S'_',OOU. It was fixed at 
S'J,'2,'i0. Section ,'i waa valued by tho asaes- 
sor at jrt.OOO per acie, and by Capt. Jones 
at S'J.OUO. Fixed at S-,'-'.')0. Section -1 was 
asaeased at S'J,,")00, and was reduced by tho 
court to $2,000. Section .'> was aet down at 
$2,;'>00 by Mr. Xorthcott, and by Capt. 
JoncB at .?l,."iO0. It adjoins Chambers 
street This was put ilown at .^2,000. 

A series of I.S2 lots (six blocks) near I'em- 
broke and C^'uadra atreela, were assessed at 
various ligurea, and ("apt. Jones asked an 
all-round reduction of SlOO on each lot. Il 
waa agreed lo redii 'e them $50 per lot — a 
total reducliou of SO, (300. 

Forty-six acrea, extending from fCdmonton 
rnad to tlie City boundry, wore uaaeaaed at 
.JIJOIJ per acre. Captain Jones aaked that 
tliis be reduced by $100 per acre, and the 
cnurl decideil to "split the dilference " and 
rn,ike tlu^ usfceasmenl $'\>f) per acre. A plot 
of I Hi acres in the Cedar lldl diatrict, aa- 
scHseil at ^^ilOO per acre — the same estate — 
was redu;:. il from S'.lOO lo SS.'iO. 

Mr John Dean objected to the aaaess- 
ment of his property on t.iueen'a avenue, 
Finlayson estate. It waa sel down at 
Sl,(J(X)und iniprovementa at $2,000. The 
application of the Local Improvement sys- 
tem niadn what would otherwise ba a good 
speculation to him a very poor one. Mr. 
Dean valued the property at $038, and ex- 
plained that he had spent a considerable 
sum on making street improvements. 

The land assessment was reduced to $700 
and the improvements allowed to atand. 

The Court adjourned until thia morning 
at 10 o'olouk.

diacoutent among French CauadianR, be and 
they know well that they have no cauao of 
complaint. It' they are badly governed the 
fault ia their own. If they are cursed with 
venal politioians who use the power that is 
placed In their hands, not for the general 
welfare, but for their own enrichment and 
their ov,-n aggriindi/^omant, they have only 
themaelvea to blame. They have the power 
to treiit aueh men aa tliey treated ilr. 
Mercicr himself. They can hurl them from 
power and place, and compel them to earn a 
living by honest or dishonest means without 
their aid, Mr. Mercier, tiudin;,' Iiimeolf 
unfit to maintain a high place among 
reapeolalilo politieiana in a logitiinntc 
sphere, ia now attempting by diarepu table 
nieana to gain notoriety aa a fomeutcr of 
discontent and as a stirrer-up of discord. 
Our belief is that he has fallen too low to 
achieve suoccas in oven this discreditable 
role. 

It ia to bo regretted that inconaiderate 
and bigotted politioiana of British desci^nt 
have given auoh men us Mercier a pretext to 
work upon the race jealousies and religious 
antipathies of the French Canadians. It is 
theao politiciiiii.a wlio make agitators like 
.Mercirr (loeaible. Wo are glad to ace that 
their power of doing miauhief ia limited, for 
the simple reason that ihe people of Canada 
have too much good sense and good (celing 
to allow themselves to be ioCuenocd by tho 
firebrands of any party or any creeds. 



THE LAST REFUOE. 

To show how true the dctiuition of 
"patriotism" attributed to Dr. Johnston 
is, Mr. Mercier has transformed himself 
into a proclaimer of the wrones and an 
asaertor of the rights of the French race in 
Canada. This played-nut (^'uebec poli- 
tician has now time enough on hia liauda to 
exhume French gricvaiiet-a that have huu in 
tho tomb for moro than u century, and to 
nianufaotnre others out of materials that 
are aa near to nothing ds matter can possi- 
bly bo. After moro than a century of 
British rule, when men of both races have 
come to believe that French Canadians are 
as loyal aubjccta of Q'leen Victoria as are 
English and Scotch Canadians, Mr. Mercier 
appears with a bundle of French grievances, 
the exiatence of which was not until now 
dreamed of by any one except, perhaps, Mr. 
Mercier himself. 

The belief ot Canadiana in general 
ia that the treatment of French 
Canadiana by the iiritiah (iovernnient 
liaa been liberal in tho extreme, 
that they enjoy all the liberties and privi- 
leges of Canadiana of British extraction, and 
a Clood many more. It ia coramooly believed 
that it is impossible to find in history the 
record of a oooquered people who have been 
treated more goncroualy than the Frineh 
inhabitintu of Lower Canada. There has 
been no discrimination, except in their 
favor, between them and Canadians of 
British birth und British descent. It was 
auppoaed tliat intelligent French Canadiana 
know and appreciate thia. And some of 
iiheui do. Did not Sir George H. Cartier 
describe liimaelf aa an lOnglishman who 
spoke French, and Sir Oliver Mowat, in hia 
Bpeeob at the opening of the late Liberal 
Convention, quotes a French Canadian 
Roman Catholic Archbiahop as saying : " I 
was born and raiaed in the Hritiah poaaes- 
siona and my alh'giance ia to the Crown of 
KugUind, and my heart anil i-'jnsi;ience 
would repel anything contrary to those obli- 
gations. I am a Britiah aulijeet, and am 
happy to live under the glorioua U ig of the 
Empire, and I dcaire thia noble standard to 
continue to fly and t.) give protection to my 
oo-religioniata generally." 

Tho Hon. Mr. Liurier, though not re- 
markable for making frnjiient or loud pro- 
fcasions of loyally, aaid at that convention, 
" I am loyal to the P.ritiah Crown. I have 
often repeated in the Province of (^' lebpo, 
and I am happy to repeat it to day, when 
so many of my follow uubjocta of French 
origin are present, that wo owe a debt of 
gratitude to the liritiah (Jrown for the way 
in which it liaa treated us in the last fifty 
years." Tho very ciroumstanee that Mr. 
Laurier, a man of Frenuh descent, has been 
chosen by the Liberal representativen of all 
the provinces to be the leader of one of the 
two great political parties into which the 
people of Canada are divided, shows not 
only the liberality of tho Cimatitution under 
which Cauadiauit live, but the absolute 
equality that exists in this Do^iinion aa be- 
tween raoea and oreads. Mr. Laurier and 
Mr. Mercier both know that they and their 
countrymen of French descent are better 
treated, and enjoy moro freedom ard a 
greater number of political privileges, than 
if they had been the inhabitants of a French 
colony. Great Britain bos advanced 
further in the art of colonization than any 
nation in the world, and the condition of 
British colonists, of all oris;ins, is to-day 
batter in every way than the coloniata of 
any other nation under tho aun. 

When Mr. Houore Mercier trios to foment 



THE THREE R'S. 

We find that it is not in the Cnitcd 
States and Canada alone that the woi k of 
primary education ia badly done. Jn l-^iig- 
land it ia found that the three R'a are v. -ry im- 
perfectly taught, and that the boy-iwho lea 
the Board schools, either to go into business 
or to continue their studies in the higher in- 
stitutions of learning, have yet a great deal 
to leatn in the branches in which theyouuht 
to have liucome proficient. In a late num- 
ber of tho London Echo we lind the follow- 
ing testimony to tho inellicency of the 
primary schools of Knglaiid ; 

" Not long ago," aaid Mr. Uurn, tho sup- 
erintendent of the V. M. C. A. in Aldergate 
Btreet, "I advertised for u clerk. I had be- 
tween three and four hundred applications. 
The drat glance of the addresses upon nine- 
tenths of them was quite enough for me — 
tho hand-writing was so bad, I just banded 
over such let'ers to a clerk, asking him to 
return any postage stamps which they 
might con rain Well, oat of the whole 
batch ot 300 and more, I would select only fi f- 
teen that seemed worth the trouble. But 
when I examined the fifteen in detail, not 
one of Ihem came up to the mark," It was 
only too obvious, continued Mr. IJurn, that 
not ono of -them could ever learn to write a 
decently prammatical and conciao letter. 
What ft ri flection all thia ia on our ayalem 
of national education. For observe the 
nature of the test which Mr. Burn's vain- 
ablo experience uueidentally supplies. If 
the three tn four hundred had been the aum 
total of applicitioua to a largo nuitdjer of 
olHoca sculiered over the country, or over 
London, it would mean little or nothing as 
a sign of tlie eontiition of education ; but the 
point is that the whole number was re- 
ceivi'd by the head of a single establishment, 
and that not, one of them came up to the 
mark. What are the board schools about ? 

We hardly think such an experiment 
would have the aume result in Canada. We 
believe that a fair percentage of the throe 
hundred loltcra would pass nmater.although, 
no doubt, tho great m.-jority of them would 
be sadly below the mark. Some letters 
from cantliiiales for tho oiiico of teacher, 
which we had the opportunity of seeing not 
very long ago, convinced ua that a pretty 
severe drilling in the elementary braBchoa of 
education would not do the writers the 
least harm. 



do not desire political nnion with the Uni- 
ted States, a snare. 

It ia to bo oljserved that jNIr. 
Farrar is still of opinion that Can- 
adians can ba coerced into annexation by a 
hostile American tariff. We are surprised 
that so clever a man does not see that tho 
McKiulcy lariir haa had an eHeut exactly 
the oppoaito of that which ho expects it to 
have in the future. It has mado nearly tho 
whole population of Canada greatly nioro 
opposed to union of any kind with the 
United States than they were before it was 
enacted. What ia often said of individuals 
ia emphatically true of Canadiana aa u 
people; " they may ba led but they cannot 
bo driven." Tho attempt to drive Canada 
into annexation by a hostilo trade policy 
was a huge mistake, and we are surprised 
that Mr. Farrar does not yet see it in its 
true light. 

Mr. Farrar was wrong in hia prediction 
that the French Liberals would move a 
resolution at tho convention in favor of in- 
dependence. Tho committoo on resolutions 
were too wide-awake, and understood the 
state of feeling in Canada too well to sub- 
mit a resolution to the Convention in 
f *vor of \frhat Mr. Farrar himself declares 
ia only another name for annexation. 



STILL AT WORK. 

Mr. Bdwar(l Farrar, the gentleman who 
assayed to write Canada into annexation 

l)ut failed most conspicuously, ia still at 
work. He now continues his attempts to 
promote tlie cause of onnexation in the 
United States, using for bis instrument the 
New V'ork Sun. It is not likely that ho 
will be more successful in Mew York than 
ho was in Toronto. But he lives tn hope. 
Ho believes that annexation haa made head- 
way amonj; the Liberals both of Ontario 
and (Jiiebec. Writing of the Liberal Con- 
veo'ion a tew days before it met he said: 

A Lilnral (Convention, to be composed of 
cli leg lies from every province in the Do- 
minion, mieta !i(.re on the 20th. Sir Oliver 
.Mn-.vatand lii.s otiiix- holders have resolved 
to i-x<;liicle the annexation iiiiedtion and gel 
the convention to endorse a rnilk-and- water 
l)rnuraniinc Willi loyalty to Britain at the 
ion-iriiiu, but the French Liberalu will not 
he put, lilV hi '.hat way. One of them haa 
been aeleeteil to move a resolution declaring 
for the politic. il iridepeiidenco of Canada. 
Sir Oliver is a I'Dry al heart, and .since ho 
got bis title from ilic colonial oiliue haa done 
aa much shouting for the British (1 i<; 
as II professional Orangeman. The IVeiicli 
Liberals, on the other hand, and a good many 
Liberals from Ontario have come to the con- 
clusion that tho time ia ripe for independ- 
ence, which is annexation by another name, 
and if they are overpowered by tho reac- 
tionary element they will turn in and help 
tho continental union men. There will pro- 
bably be a five-cornered fight at the coming 
general election between the Tories, the 
Mowat Liberals, tha Patrons, the MoCar- 
thyiti's, und the Continental Unioniata 
backed by the advanced Liberals. Hut the 
first airugijle to decide the future of Canada 
will bo between the Continental party and 
the liupportors of British connection within 
the other four. Tho evolution of thoao two 
aides ia going on, and they will soon bo fac i 
to faeo, providecl Congresa keeps ita handa 
olT the farm schedule of the McKiulcy 
tarifl'. 

Wo are glad to see that Mr. Farrar docs 
not take the troable to attempt to deceive 
his readers as to the true naturo of Caiisdian 
independence. It is, as ho says, "annexa- 
tion by another name." Much leas ablo men 
than Mr. Farrar, but who consider them- 
aelvea far more astute, dechiro loudly that 
iudependonco for Canada has no connection 
with annexation whatever, and that those 
who say it does are ultra-loyalists, who 
want to scare Canadians by the cry of an- 
nexation. But hero we have tho man wdio 
haa boon the brains of tho annexation agita- 
tion ia Canaila, boldly declaring that iii- 
depeudonco is a delusion, and to thoso who 



THE LIBERAL PLATFORM. 

The full rejjort of Mr. Laurier's apcech 
gives the discerning reader no more infor- 
mation respecting the policy of the Liberal 
party than could be gleaned from the tele- 
graphic abstract that reached us some daya 
ago. Hia remarks on the taril! are gen- 
eral, mid give the reader no idea of what he 
would do or could do if it, were his duly 
both to revise the tariff and provide meaua 
for raising suHicient revenue to carry on 
the business of tho country. It is easy be- 
fore an uncritical audience to utter pleuaant- 
aouneling aontencea about diminishing the 
burdens of the (jeoplu and cutting down tho 
expenditure of llio Covernment to tho low- 
eat poasiulo point, but it is a much moro 
difiicult business to decide what taxes shall 
be taken off, and what new ones shall be 
imposed. It is C(|ually dillioult to decide 
on what branches of tho publio 
aorvic-3 tho pruning knife aliall bo 
aparingly or unsparingly used, or 
whoso salaries shall bo suppressed, 
or whose out down. Mr. Laurier ought to 
know that with a large and hungry Liberal 
following, to attempt to keep down ex- 
penditure is a heart-breaking buainesa. He, 
no doubt, knows something about Jlr. Mac- 
kenzie's experience, und ho ia not made of 
sterner stuff than that hardy old Scotch- 
man, who worked bis way up from the 
ranks. The Liberal tariff policy, which ia 
tho principal plank of tho new platform, ia 
exceedingly unaatiafactory, and we arc 
greatly niiataken if it will please either 
the Liberal free traders or the Liberal 
proteotioniats. 

As for the other questions that are agitat- 
ing the public mind in tho Dominion, Mr. 
Laurier's not by any means skilful avoid- 
ance of them ia ()uite ua conspicuous in the 
fully reported speech aa it was in the 
eynopaia. He would not touch the XLmi- 
t'lha School (Question, and he was dumb on 
tho Prohibition Question. This may have 
been prudent, tiut it was a degree of 
prudence which, in the opinion of many, a 
little more than borders upon pusillanimity.

DEATH BY DllOWNING. 



Cbavle.s FIhIipi-, Proprietor of the 
Globe Hotel, Kisqulmalt, Ends 
His Exisieuce. 

All liiqupst Nccesaitatetl, Tlioiigli Busi- 
ness Tronbles are Believed to 
Have Prompted to Snieide. 



Charles Fisher, proprietor of the Globe 
hotel, Esquimalt, came to his death last 
night by drowning, and an inquest into tlio 
circumstances of the sad case will bo hold 
to-day by Coroner Husell, The general 
opinion is that Mr. Fisher threw him- 
self into the water from the end 
of the public wharf with the intention 
of Bolf-destruction, though it ia pos- 
sible that the case was one of accident. 

Mr. Fisher had, with his wife, who feels 
deeply her sad bereavement, returned only 
recently from Harrison Hot Springs, where 
he had been for the benefit of his health and 
had been subject to fits of depression of lato, 
financial troubles being ascribed us the 
cause. List evening ho was chatting with 
hia wife and a guest at the house until about 
:,'!(), when he left them and, going out, 
walked to the end of the pier, climbing 
around the wharf gates, which are locked at 
night. A short time afterwards John 
Young and Ed. Williams noticed the body, 
which they at first took to be a cinoe, 
floating cliiso to the pier. They recognized 
it, and, running to the hotel, notified Con- 
stablu ('umpbell, who wus sitting on the 
veranilah. 

A l)'iat was procured and not ten minulea 
after .Mr. I'ishcr had left hia house, the boily 
was sccuri'd. It could not be lifted into the 
boi.i, 80, bring careful to kci-p the head 
above water, it waa towrd to shore and 
there t lie polici^ oliicer and friends atteinp'ed 
all ordinary means of resus'dtai ion, while 
awaii ing llio arrival of Dr. Ward of H M.S. 
Cliampion. The doctor devoted fully two 
hours more to the task, but it waa a bopeleas 
oue. 

The deceased, wlio had been iu buaiueaa in 
thia province for a numbor of years, waa a 
native of N'ova Scotia, Alwaya ready to 
oblige he made many friends among the 
ummer visitors to Esquimau, and will bo 
missed by a large circle of acquaintances.

Mr. K. Arrowsmith, of London. Eng., Con- 
duets a Series of Scrvloes. 

Mr. K. Arrowsmith, of London, England, 
who has been in this country for some 
niontlia puat conducting services in counic- 
tion with the Children's Mission, commenc- 
ed operations in Victoria yesterday, when 
he had a conference with local Christian 
workers and members of the Scripture 
Union, in the parlors of the V.MC.A. 
Those present undertook to exert themaelvea 
on behalf of the mission work, and at four 
o'clock in the afternoon a munher of child- 
ren, with their relatives and friends, liatcn- 
ed to an able and entertaiuiiig address. In 
the evening Mr. Arrowsmith bud an oppor- 
tunity of ineeting a much larger audience in 
the same building. He is u very able and 
earnest speaker, and ono who talks in no 
measured atraina. Ho spoke of the good 
woik being dona am,ing the children in the 
Old Couutry, and urged u])t]n hia auditors 
the gre.it importance of early winning the 
young hearts to God, He avowed 
his utter surprise at finding that 
the Bible was excluded from the 
public schools of this Province, and said that 
this in itself should incite (/hristiana to 
more earnest exertions on behalf of the 
spiritual wants of the little ones. When 
the child was youni; the hi art waa pure and 
impressionable. While conducting a series 
of services in Ontario be went, he aaiit, 
through one of the public schools, and wh.'n 
the children were asked if they had at- 
lendei) Ilia aerviees, all in the junior 
classes held up their hands, but in the 
aenior clasFca there was not a hand up Mr. 
Arrowsmith proceeded to censure people tor 
tlieir apathy in the cause of religion, 
addinu : 

" There are many of you professirg 
Chiiatians who have never opened your 
mouth on behalf of your .Saviour — many, 
even .Siimliy school teachers, who have 
never ltd a little soul to , Jesus." 

Ho proceeded to say that thn cauao of 
failure wa't that they biul not themaelvea 
truly accepted Chriut aa their .Saviour.

Intprpstlng News from the Mlui's-Viiluiiblfi 
Ore Discoveries— Development \Vork— 
Railway Cominuulnitlons. 



(From the I'oal liilelllKencer.) 
Dr. K. (.'. Killiouriie has reluriied from 
llie Slocaii milling district, and tells of mucli 
development work and t he (lis jovery i f valii- 
alile bodies of ore there. To a reporter he 
aaiil : " The Washington ia lordiing the 
lineHl and most work ia bfing done on it. 
It baa four feet of solid, clean shipping ore 
running over IliO ounces of silver and 70 iier 
I' -lit. b-ail, lieaidea eight to ten feet of con- 
cent luting ore. The Blue Bird has eight to 
eighteen iiichea of ore running I'J!) ounces. 
The Pioiianza King, of thu Noble Five group, 
has eight to twenty four inches of shipping 
ore, and about 1,000 Backs on the dump. 
Tlie .-Mpha, Grady'a claim, aliowa in the 
tunnid tour feet of clean ore, some running 
aa high aa '200 ounces. The Mountain Chief 
has six to twelve iuchcB of ore, averaging 
1 1 1 ouncea, and has recently struck a chute 
running into the thousands of ounces to the 
ton. 

"The Northern Belle has ten to tw^ty- 
four inches of shipping ore and one to four 
feet of concentrating ore, and has one of the 
longest chutes of any mine in the camp, 
rnnuing about 100 ounces in silver. The 
Lucky Jim was supposed to be no good, as 
all the work done last winter had shown no 
ore, so work was to bo stopped on Saturday. 
But on Saturday night a telegram wus re- 
ceived from the superintendent saying lliat 
they had struck ten feet 1 f ore. The Alamo 
shows up two feet of solid ore of low grade. 
These are the mines on which moat work 
has l)ecn done, but they are not aliippiiig 
yet, as the road from Bear Irike to Kaalo ia 
being repaired, but they will begin in two 
or three weeka. Thero ia still from threo to 
ten foot of snow, and I walked six miles on 
it, but it is melting very fast, 

" There will soon be a railroad right into 



the district, for the Nelson & Fort Shoppard 
is being poshed right along, work being 
carried on from both ends and other points, 
and it will be finished by October, I got it 
very straight that the Oanadian Pacific will 
build from Bevelstoke down. the Arrow 
lakes, and from Nakusp to New Denver, on 
Slooan lake^' The part of tho lino from 
Naknsp to New Denver will be built first, 
and conneotioin made with it by ateamer on 
the Arrow lakes. The contract for clearing 
the first five miles of the right of way of the 
Kaslo-Slocan road has been let, and I heard 
that the Canadian Paoifio had made an 
offer of SIOO.OOO for its charter, which was 
refused."

Tlioso high sleeves that 
V-ero such an agonizing anxiety to every 
cno wlio wore a wrap or jacket (and who 
did not?) aro sliiuiiken, and now tho fa- 
Torito sleeve is a modified balloon, not 
too large nor too ■wide and often tied in 
aroinul tho upper arm. In any cnso tl-.o 
piilLs fall instead of liao, and while tlio 
clfcct is to cause ono to appear very 
hroad shouldered thoy aro far prefor- 
ahle to tho others, which made one look 
liuniphacked. It now requires only 
threo yards to malie a pair of sleeves, ,ia 
against six whilo the Mgh pulled giijot 
was offered us.

The sleeves may bo plain as far as 
triinmiiig goes, or they may bo trimmed 
a.s elalionitely as id desired. Some have 
tho whcjlo foronrui one mass of rich em- 
broider}" or l)i!iulf'i1 passenieiitcric. Per- 
haps the favorilo .stylo is black and lino 
gold braid sewed on together in intricate 
patterns. This has the advantage of be- 
ing suitable for almost everything. 

I .saw a most elegant dress of pale pink 
mousselino delaiuo made with sleeves 
like this, all braided with fino black 
braid mid very narrow gt)ld cord. Tho 
corselet was also covered with it. Tho 
sldrt had 1)ut a plain gauffered rufllo 
with self heading. The upper part of 
the sleeves and waist was of the sanio 
delaine. Altof^etlier it was a very taking 
gown for a young lady. 

Another pretty design for a light wool- 
en or silk gown is to liave the sleeves em- 
broidered or braided in black an(^ gold 
"up the outer nrni and in threo lines 
"up tho w"aist, the widest part at tlie 
bottom, tapering as it reaches the top. 
The collar and epaulets in the same 
work are effective, and it depends ou tliu 
wearer's taste how it shoulil be. Tliero 
should bo tliree rows in frimt — oao down 
the center, tho other two reaching to tlio 
top of tlio slioulder just where thosleevo 
sets in. Tho upper part of tho sleeve is 
a plain balloon puff, not too large.

Another novel and well liked fanrj- in 
tho jnaking of light summer goods is 
seen in a iiiuilel design (if .sl;y blue 
fayetto, wliicli is a incest delicate and 
fleecy material of .silk ami wool and 
comes in all tho light tints.

Speaking of evening wraps renunds 
mo of a sortie du bal that I saw last 
week. It was worn by a young lady of 
tho highest family and consisted of a 
long circular caiio uiado of gray eider- 
down flannel lined with palo pink silk. 
It reaches to tho bottom of the dress. 
There is a capuchin hood to the neck, 
iind this is bordered with gray coon- 
down and linod with tho silk. I never 
saw a more really elegant wrap, though 
1 have seen moro costly ones. Tho ma- 
terial falls in heavy loolring folds, and 
the Kiu'iiuMit is light as a feather, but 
cozily ivarin. 

J observe (xuito an effort to revive tho 
old time liking for Luuerick laces ami 
Irish poplin — atlciist for fall, if not now. 
There is no richer material than Irish 
poplin, nor anything iiioro durable and 
satisfactory, anil, by tho way, notliiiig 
so miserable as French poplin. Iri.sh 
jioplin and Iri.sli laeo go together. Tho 
makers of tho lace, and of tho poplins, 
and the Irish linens, too, have not 
learned to cheat, and one gets actually 
what ono pay.s for. Tlio English, Scotch 
and Iri.sh fabrics are all worth their 
prici>, but tlin same cannot always bo 
said about (he French goods. The 
French are so clever in finding means to 
make a little go a great way that their 



wares are always open to suspicion, most 
particularly their silks, which aro thick- 
ened \nth glucose. 

Onr chemists buy their old eilks for 
tho (piantity of a certain combination of 
glucose they can get oat of theui. When 
tho garment mado of tho.se French silk.s 
or lino diagonal, whipcord or chevron 
has buou worn a short time, tlic glucose 
in the fabric comes to tho surfaco and 
takes on an exasperating shine that 
makes it look old and greasy and dis- 
reputable, aiul tho worst of it is that 
thero is no hope for it and no euro. So 
bo cautious, ladies, in buying black silks 
or woolens to soo that they aro Engli.'^h, 
Scotch, Irish or American. I ought in 
justice to say that the Japanese, China 
and Turkish silks are also pore thread 
and will not grow shiny. 

There is no table linen liko the Irish, 
and the new designs for this season liave 
Btu"passed any that I liavo seen before. 
It is thick, firm and of satin smoothness 
and finish. The patterns aro mado to 
match in napkins and tablecloths. One 
pattern consists of constellations of stars, 
with a border that looks liko tho Milky 
Way, so close aro tho stars iu it. Tho 
others aro scattered liko those in tho sky, 
and how it is done I catinot toll, but 
really the stars seem to shine on the sur- 
face. Another is a design of clover blos- 
soms and leaves iu natural size thrown 
lightly over the surface. The bonier is 
a thick growth of grass and clover blos- 
soms,, with bees hovering over it, 

Ono design pleased ino greatly. It was 
cherry blossoms with leaves and a some- 
what conventional bonier of iboso deli- 
catu ]ironiises of luscinus fruit. The 
Weaving is so cleverly acconii>lisheil as 
almost to give color to tlio pure white 
thread. Homo few of tho newest tahlo- 
cloths liavo an uudorb'ing tint like pale 
blue, Iniir or piiil:, and these tints are 
thrown upon the while burfacc', but 
dainty as IIk'V are Ihoy cannot compare 
with tho pure whilo nai)ery. 

The decoration of dinner tables "with 
colored satin bands, circles or breadths 
is about out of style, ft;w using anything 
in tho waj" of dei-oration lu-yond tlowers 
and green leaves and perhaps fairy 
lamps hidden iu green bowers. 

Napkins como iu threo sizes — some 18, 
Bomo and some 20 inches sipiare — a 
proper set consisting of a tiihlo cloth, 
with all around border threo to four 
yards long, and threo dozen napkins, ono 
dozen of each size, to match; also two 
cake doilies and two bread covers. All 
these have tho same pattern, large or 
small, as tho article is in size. Thoy are 
all tied up in bunches :\"ith ribbons and 
scented with lavender or sweet clover.

Hon, William Ewart 
Gladstone in the banquet hall of Dublin

The statue, which ia nine feet 
in beigbti and stands on n I'i-foot pedestal, 
is a fao ainiile of the ono unveiled in front of 
Bow Street Church, London, in 18S'2, by 
Lord Carlingford, and ia by the aanio aoulp- 
tor, Arthur Bruce Jiiy, of bondon, who waa 
pri sent, and wua introduced to Uio audience. 

Mayor Curler Harriaou presided over tho 
oxerciaca, and in tho eourao of a vigorous 
aildresti eoiiiparcd Biamurck and tUadatoiie. 
The I'reniiei-, lie aaid, was lliu uncro«ued 
king of I'hiyliind ; Victoria was tho (jueen, 
Imt Gladatone waa lliu king by the will of 
I ho people. He hud been cursed by the 
Kngliah and damned by the Irish, but he 
waa wiser ih.iu liia oppoiici: t s, ami hiul alli- 
ed them leller than tlie Irish knew or ever 
im;igined. Mia. ll.irt thtn unveiled the 
atatue iitnid cheers. Tl;e ulatue ia nii.e feet 
high, and reprcaenfa tho grand old man in 
t he act of speaking. Arthur Bruc3 Jay 
ne.\t spoke. Judge .Moran wan then pre- 
sented, imd paid a Uiliulu to (lladatone as 
the foremost man of the niiu teeuth century. 
Mrs. Geneva Johnston Bishop aang "Come 
Back to Erin, "'and the exeroiaea eloaod by 
I )r. Hart giving a sketch by Mrs. Hart on 
t lie work of the Irish peasants. 

The admissions at the Fair on Saturday 
wore 101,653, of which 32|804 were oilioials 
and employes and 7.728 chddren. On Sun- 
d ly the adrniasiona were 70,1(33, of which 
I7,b't."i were oiiiciula and employes and 3,277 
eliildreu. Tile .Sunday-openers must have 
been aei ioualy disappointed ut the small 
niiinlier of piople who viaited the World's 
hair that day. The total adniissiona of 
thoae who paid was be;ircely 10,(11)0, and tho 
White City h id a (|uiut iviiil dtai-rted appear- 
ance. The I'nio .Vrta huililiiig waa aliout 
the only pUxco in the great exposition 
where there waa anylhing liUo a crowd. 
I'ho attendance at tho religious exercises at 
Festival hall, where Ur, Thomas prenched, 
was not ua huge as anticipated, barely half 
tho seata being occupied.

That in conformity with that declaration 
we express our ardent hope for tho snccesa 
of tho struggle which is now lioiug waged 
by our co-religioniata in iliinitob.i, to whom 
the constitution, by virtue of which this 
province entered tho Confederation, assured 
the rights which the school legislation of 
LSiU) haa taken away from then) ; 

That the education of children, Ijciiig a 
matter which interests tlio whole <if sncii.-iy, 
it is only just that tho money raised for 
eihicatiiin be distributed accordipg to the 
.school pojiulation of tile Ci! holies aud I'l'o- 
testants of Canada. 

Tlie report of a committee suhnutting a 
scheme for tho alliance of all French C.m- 
adiun Societies in Canada was adopted. 
The alliance will eniljraco all the national 
booletles, and its chief object will be to pro- 
tect the interests of J'renoh Oauftdlans. thfe 
muintenanoa of separate schools ana the 
principles and the propagation of the 
French language. 

A committee composed of thepresidentsof 
the various societies will shortly bo in &]on- 
treal to establish the alliance. .

PROHIBITION. 

What the Uqnor Heu of North Carolina Sny 
to the People of S'ontli OaroUna. 

New Yo.hk, June 27, — A Times epeoial 
from Raleigh, N.C. , says: The liquor 
dealers of North Carolina evidently intend 
to forestall and prepare for tho agitation of 
uuy prohibition inoveinoul in this stato or 
the enactment of such a law as that re- 
cently adopted in South Carolina. They 
have cflected a atate organization aud 
oleoted as executive officers some of the 
most influential men in the trade. These 
ace all, or nearly all. Democrats, and do not 
propose to antagonize the Democratiq party 
in politics. In the constitution adopted by 
the association it declares that body shall 
take no part in politics. The 
adoption by South Carolina, under 
the inilucnce of Tillman, of a law whioh 
gives the atate absolute Control of the 
liquor trade, has occasioned some fear that 
the same plan may be attempted here. The 
organization just completed w ill place tho 
dealers in position to keep thoroughly in- 
formed should such a thing be attempted 
and in a position to resist it.
